A stiff, 
fitful breeze was sweeping the rolling 
flh'nrays. The American pulled some 
iron shots, his only mistakes, but on 
the greens he was a man of iron. On 
green after green long putts clicked 
into the cup where a fraction of an 
inch might have meant failure.
